Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on October 
31 , 2003 has been entered.

The application has been amended as follows:

- In Claim 17, line 13, delete "an adhesive plug" and replace with -a ceramic 
adhesive plug-. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to specifically disclose a pressure vessel comprising a tubular outer 
casing that is capable of withstanding high temperature and pressure environments 
having a substantially cylindrical internal cavity and an opening in at least one end 
permitting access to the internal cavity, a plug region on the opening having a diameter 
greater than the diameter of the internal cavity along at least part of its length, a 
component in the internal cavity having at least a first lead required to exit the pressure 
vessel, and in particular, a high temperature, high pressure-resistant pressure fit- 
ceramic adhesive plug sealing against a length of the first lead passing though the plug 
shaped to conform to the plug region and sealing the opening when located there, 
where increased external pressure compresses the plug forcing it towards the internal 
cavity increasing the seal around the lead and around the plug region. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
